of the Stone. He had a violent pain in the neck of his 
Vefica, and about the Urethra, with obftru&ions in his 
Urine, &c. I ordered him aTerebinthinate Clyftcr, which 
gave him eafe ^ but feeing his pains increafed, I ndvifed him 
to a Phyfician : He made ufe of one of his acquaintance, 
he likevvife prefcribed Clyftcrs, with Diureticks and Narco- 
ticks,to no purpofe. Upon his death, I obtained leave of his 
Relations to Diffed him ^ accordingly I did with the help 
of a Surgeon, Dr Weft being prefent, with feveral others of 
the deceas'd Patient's friends, I found upon the Difle&ion 
the Prune-ftones paffed into the Inteftinnm rectum, and had 
there ma^e a perforation, or rupture into the Pelvis. We 
tyed one part of the Gitf^arid cujout apiece, and emptied 
it: There was taken out 128 Prune-ftones in number, be- 
fides what we left behind wftercore, in the other part of 
ihe Inteftimtm Rectum. There was like wife a large Polypm 
taken out of the Left Ventricle of the Heart, &c.

I then proceeded 
to the Gut Ileum, I found a considerable part of it very li- 
vid, not in thejeaft extended $ the Colon. was much like a 
Contufed Wound about 3 or 4 days old. I infpefted into 
the center of it, where I found it fomething frefher, not 
fo livid as the outfide. About the beginning of the Intejti- 
nnm Yzttum\$wan& another large ruption, where there was 
more excrements voided.
